Speaker took the chair at 2 p. m. 
Prayers by Itev. Mr Percivai. 

I'KIVir.F.dB. 

Mr. Mc,Li3e.se said hi; had been misun- 
deritocul ill the report of his remnrks on 
the Saanich railwiiy bill. What ha had 
said was thnt wheii iho two railway bills 
to connect New Weatminater with Wash 
itigton territory were before the house the 
principal oppusitioii cnnie from the island 
niembera and that one of the argumenta 
adduced acainst the bills was that if the 
roads were built the trallic would go 
direct to New Weat-ninater to the detri- 
ment of Victoria. Now mark the differ- 
ence. When the bill for a railroad --v. 
the island waa brought before the house 
' he believed the mnjorily of the mainland 
naembers would support it. 

PETITIONS. 

Mr. Semtin presented a petition from 
F. A. Rice and others from Granite 
creek. 

A petition from E. V. Bodwoll and 187 
others, praying that the aalo of spirituous 
liquors in the province be prohibited be- 
tween the hours of 15 p. m. on S.-iturday 
and 7 a. m. on the following Sunday 
morning, vas received. 

MlNEUAh IlILL. 
A bill entitled an iict to amend the 
mineral act, 1884, introduced by Mr. 
Cowan, waa read a first time. Socoi.d 
reading on Friday next. 

I'RIVILEOE. 

Mr. Cunnini;hatii, iji reference to the 
petition rjad, said that last year similar 
petitiona had been thrown out on the 
ground that the power to deal withlitjuor 
licenses rested with the municipalities, 
^lija had since appeared not to' be the 
ciise, and he would like to hoar what the 
goyefprfieiit had to say. 

The Speaker said the hon. member 
would have to give notice of a (|Ueslion 
to that ell'ect. 

FI.VIiLAV I'lU'KK LI:ASK. 

Mr. (iaibraitli moved the second read- 
ing of an act granting a lease of a portion 
qf the bed of Findlay creek for ininini^ 
purposes. The term of the lease asked 
for Vas twenty-five years, and the creek 
had been abandoned for ordinary minitig 
purposes for tho Inat fourteen or lifluen 
years. The land continuous thereto was 
not all available fur hydraulic mining, 
and to work il would require that water 
should be brought from very high benchea, 
which would entail considerable expense. 
Tho promoter."- were not entirely un- 
known in tho diatrict. Thoy had already 
invested lart^ely and intended to stop in 
the country. If the franchise were given, 
the company intended to carry out the 
work with as little delay as possible, and 
proposed to pay for the privileeo ^200 
a year, and also to expend S'.2,000 during 
the tirat two years, and not less than 
810,000 during the next three years, and 
$6,000 during every five years thereafter 
in a manner BUbjeot to the approval of the 
{{old oommiBsioner. 

Seconded by Mr. Orr. 

Mr. Oowan called the attention of tho 
house to clause .5, which only required 
$2,000 to be expended in the first two 
years. He thought some specified 
expenditure should be made for the years 
separately. As the clause stood, it fL^avo 
tho appearance of a lease to be held 
simply for speculation. 

Mr. vVilsoii favored the second reading 
of the bill, but took a similar view to that 
of the last speaker, deennng that same 
ijiodificatioa should be made aa iuhu- 
tjpnej}. 

^Ir. \\\en favored the aepond readini;. 

Mr. I'ooley liked the tone of the bill 
vyith the oscoption that there was nothing 
in it binding them to go to any espente 
•for two years, If the frunchiae'asked for 
was 80 valuable they should commence 
expenditure aimultuneously with the 
granting of it. Eb' should move this 
ftniendment in coramittee. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho waa favorably dis- 
posed to the general tenor of the bill, 
though there were several material amond- 
menls that should be made in committee. 
Tho undertaking apparently promised 
well, and the bill came before the house 
IR a veqr creditable Bha|ie indeed.* ' ' 



Mr. Oalbtaith, in reply to tho objec- 
tion made by the hon. member for Cari- 
boo (Mr. Cowan) said he was perfectly 
satisfied that thg promoters of tho bill 
would accede to any reasonable require- 
ment. Tho bill then passed its second 
reading, and was considered in committee 
of tho whole, Mr. Helgeaoii in the chair. 

There was conaidorablu discussion aa to 
thewishoftho promoters to sell water 
from their ditches at u rate iipt to exceed 
20 cents an inch, several niombera claini- 
it]g that it would virtually create a water 
monopoly. Mr. Galbraitlisaid there were 
7 inches of water in tho creek in the dry 
season, and in the freshets, something 
like 10,000 inphea, andi that all the water 
could not possibly be used. ' This being 
the ease there waa no need, as aovoral 
members asserted, to aalc what waa anion- 
op<dy, if audi waa not tho intention. Tho 
general impression appeared to be that 
the company should liavo priority of tho 
use. of . that amount of water neceisary 
fur the mineit«J>lce .working, pf the ground 
and that'if tlie company chose they could 
charge for a water supply from their ditch- 
es, but should not be enabled to control 
water in excess of their own reciuiro- 
nients. 

It waa finally decided that the company 
should have the power to dispose of the 
surplus water from their ditches at a 
rate of not more than 20 cents an inch, 
provided always that the leasees should bo 
bound to dL-ipiiao of thu same to all apjili- 
cants in a fair proportion. Tho expendi- 
ture clause was amended to require that 
$500 bo laid out on the ground during the 
first year, §1500 during the Second year, 
$2000 the third and gaOOO the fourth, 
85000 the fifth year and 81000 a year 
thereafter until tho lease expires; a atate- 
mont of expenditure to bo furnished to the 
gold comniiaaioner, such expenditure to 
be to his satisfaction. A-.olauao ruatrict- 
ing Chinese from becoming in any way 
owners of the ground waa inserted. Tlio 
rights of fieo miners in regard to tho de- 
posit of tailings on the ground of tho les- 
aeea were protected, 

On tho question as to whether employes 
on tho works ahould be required to pay 
free minora' license, JMr. Orr strongly op- 
posed the insertion in the bill of such a 
demand,' as it was a'taz on the laborer. 

Other members expiesied themselvca 
similarly. 

Mr, Wilson aaid he thought tho sym- 
pathy of tho house waa waaiod, for it waa 
not asked for, and only wna mentioned in 
committeea on billa. tie did not think 
any free miner would want tho tax re 
moved, and had never heard any com- 
plaint made about its being unforced. 

Mr. McLeoso would even go further 
than any previous profiosition and abro- 
gate altogether free miners' licenses, as ho 
thought 'them a tux on honest labur. 

Mr. Beaven introduced a Ohinese clause 
imposing a penalty and also tho forfeiture 
of tho charter if the Chinese were in any 
way omploye'd on the wc^rks. 

lion. Mr. llobaon .siid this might be a 
good hustings uiution, but if such a clause 
were introduced in any private bill of the 
cliaractor before them it wuuid preclude 
tho possibility of its promoters ever se- 
curing capitalists to place inuney in the 
scheme. 

Mr. Galhraith could not agree with tho 
motion of Mr. Deaven, aa ho thought it 
would be introducing a very injurious 
policy, which would deter capital from 
coming into the province, 

Mr. Dansmuir was of opinion the more 
he saw of the course puraued by the 
honorable leader of the opposition that if 
ho had ctiurgo of tho aH'.iirs of the coun- 
try, the province wotild go back iii.stcMd 
(if advancing, flu regarded tho present 
motion aa simply an electioneering dodga. 

Hun. Mr. Smitho thought a Chinese 
bill ahould bo passed, placing certain ru- 
atrictiona againat their labor being em- 
ployed on any work Hhich secured a 
charter from the house. 

On Mr. Boavon'a n^otiou being put it 
was defeated. 

The coinmittee reported progress and 
fjie speaker left the chair at I'l o'clock.

London, March U. — The severity of 
tho weather ia incrouaiiig the diatreas 
among tho unemployed, l^iousanda are 
actually starving, and thousands more are 
barely existing on the scant doles of 
charity. Tho women and children, who 
find it impossible to obtain worjt in the 
large factories, are the greatest sullerer.^! 
Missionaries and agents of charitable so- 
cieties in tho East Kiid describe awful 
aconeaof destitution. Fiimilios aro found 
huddled together in cellar-i .md attics 
without fdud or firo, nearly nuked, al- 
most every article of clothin,<< having 
been pledged to the pawnbroker. Great 
indignation ia felt at the incompetency of 
the lord Mayor, who appears to be unable 
to distribute tho Mansion houao fund, 
which at proaunt amounts to over ^llOtJ,- 
000 The poor who apply to him aru ro- 
pul8Qd,and 75 cents is tlie largest ainuunt 
ho haa yet given in any one case. Hun- 
ger is a great breeder of riots, and if 
some measures are not speedily adopted 
to check the diatreaa tho hungry dwoUera 
of tho Eiat End will tight like raving rata 
for existence. Prince Krapotkine has 
come here to live, hoping that his So- 
cialistic propaganda will find fruitful soil. 
There is danger ahead, and the Right 
Hon. Hugh Ghilders is proving a verita- 
ble dodo in face of the danger.-

DECRYING THE FliOVlNCE. 



It was a misfortune fur tlie province 
wbeu Dr.^'McInnca, of Now Weatminater, 
was ^ appointed seniktor. Bnaidua other 
riiBabilities not necessary now to montioii 
he waa a compiinilivpr stranger and knew 
littlo or nothing of the country ho waa 
chosen to represent, firat in the commons 
and second in the senate. His election to 
the somnions was a mistake; his elevation 
to the senate was a blunder. When ho 
stood first lie was cliargcd with gritisiii; 
but was elected as an independent. When 
he reached Ottawa he joined the conser- 
vatives aiid ua auch ^^aa uftorwards raised 
to the senate. In the upper chamber he 
was an cut-and out supporter of Sir John 
until the )^vornment decided to locate 
the terniiiius lower down on Burrard Tnlot 
than Port Jloody, then ho ()uickly dis- 
covered thai the department of railways 
and .canab 'Was rite with cnrrnption and 
the government unworthy of lii^ confi- 
dence or support. Since then Sonotor 
Mclnnes has continually and 'persistently 
abused Sir John's government From 
patriotic motives f Not at all. Uo waa a 
member (if a syndicate tliat undertook to 
boom I'urt Moody. It is said tliut 
he inveHted a liir^jf sum of money iu town 
lots thcio wliii li hecanie valueless when it 
was aunoniiced tlint the railway wo\ild not 
<i8top there. He is a disni)pointed sinnni- 
lator in town lots, and like all disappointed 
men is as bitter as gall toward those whom 
he saddles with the responsibility of his 
fnihire to boom town lots. Last year 
he sold (iti'his fnriiiture and left the province 
iu a pet — it was said nt the time for good 
and all. It is certain that ly has estah- 
lisliod himself hag aud baggage at the cast, 
and sUonld lie ever return to llritish (.'o- 
hliubia it will proliably be as a visitor uud 
not as a resilient. 'I'he bust lio was scarcely 
considered at tiny time; aud so far as bus 
beiug a true ropresontative of the province 
goes let any one read the cxtrnbt from,.bis 
recent remarks in the senate ou the add^'ess 
iu reply to the speech and judge for himself. 
AVe quote from the Globe: 

Mr. Mclnnes of British Columbia 
(conservaCive) regretted that he could not 
agree with the statement in the spuecli 
from the throne that the country was 
prosperous. 80 far as British Columbia 
was concerned the commercial depression 
tliore waa greater than at any time dur- 
ing the past twelve ye.'ir.s. Ho great was 
it that tlie coimoils of X'ictoria and Na- 
naimo had taken measures to keep dia- 
troaaed people from starving. There 
were now eighteen or twenty thousand 
Chinese in that province, and the gov* 
ernment were to blatne for that. Had 
they listened to the repreaentationa of 
Bri'iah Columbia members and taken 
moasurea years ago to check the influx of 
Chinese, white men would not have been 
deterred from going to the Pacilio prov- 
ince as they were. But in this matter 
the government had pursued .the same 
policy of delay and neglect which liad 
resulted so disastrously in the nortliwast. 
L at J ear, after ihe work on the Pacilic 
D d .va3liiii3hed,aud.when 11") Chinese were 
ooming into the country, they had paased 
a bill itppoaing a fine of fifty dollars a 
a head upon eacli Chinese person landing 
in the. Dominion. It was like locking 
the stable door after the horse had been 
stolen. The hill waa no use whatever, 
.because IJritiah Columbia vva.i already 
overcrowded with Chinese, and nn more 
were coining. The haste shown in the 
completion of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way had induced contractors to utilize 
Ghineso labor, and eneouriiged thcso peo- 
ple to llock into Canada, Ho believed 
that had the government acted properly 
toward the northwest settlers there would 
iiave been no rebellion. 

Senator Mclnnes ought to havo rested 
and been thankful with the reflection that 
ho will draw a comfortable salary Tor life 
for the priviieye of representing himself 
in the house; and it rt'as surely an un- 
gracious and unuratoful act in him to 
assail and niisropreaent "*the province to 
which ho owes his position and tho moans 
whereby he lives. As far as tho senator's 
value to the country as a representative 
extends, it has always been regarded ua 
of a negative character; but in common 
decency if he has soured towards the 
country to which he owes so much he 
should have refrained from expressing an 
opinion which the length of time ho has 
been a non-rosident unlits him to form. 
Thoro is no public man in British Colum- 
bia who has done loss to advance the pro- 
vince than Dr. Mclmies; and he ia now 
making an ell'ort co do all the harm he 
can. Suspicion here points to the Senator 
as the author of the injudicious statements 
respecting tho Canadian Pacilic road that 
appeared in a recent American nowa- 
papur, and we must remark that there is 
reason to beliet'e that the Muspiciou is well 
founded. Dr. Mclnnes was not allowed 
to retire unanswered. Senator Afacilonuld 
was on hand to refute the statements of 
the disappointed land speculator and gave 
an entirely dill'erent aspect to the condi- 
tion of thin;,'3 here. 

Mr. Macdouah) ' said he was astonished 
to liear the stahlini^ut of the last speaker. 
He had just ci nie from British Columbia, 
and hu could state froni actual knowledge 
that trade was never in a better condi- 
tion. Some mills were going day and 
night, and the oidy douresaion, if any 01- 
iated, was at (.lie Nanaimo coal mines. 
The address was then passed. 

"VAN(;ou\'Eii:' 

The adoption of the above name for the 
now Hurrurd Inlet town ia calculated to 
lead to endless confusion. Washington 
territory has a town of the s-ime name 
and Vancouver Island is a stumbling 
block in tho way of parties addressing let- 
ters to Vancouver. Surely there are 
enough names from which a more appro - 
priate selection might be made wiihout 
adopting one an apt to bo confounded 
with old-established places. If it is not too 
late to make a change it is hoped that it 
will be eitected.

San FitANcisco, March 'J. — In the case 
of Dr. J. Milton Bowora, charged with 
the murder of his wife, Cecelia Bowers, 
by poisoning, a full jury was obtained 
to-doy and counsel for the prosecution 
made a long statement concerning whnt 
waa intended to be proved. There would 
be disclosed u chain of circumstances 
showing how tho defendant by secret 
murder caused tho death of tho wife he 
should have honored; how he duliborstely 
brought her to a bed of ngony, and while 
she laid there for weeks administered 
secret poison; that at last he aet<inipli8lied 
her death and he did all this in order to 
gain a small amount of money from cer- 
tain beneficiary curliDcates. It would be 
shown that tho defendant had much 
knowledge of poisons and their effect ; 
that ho nad three wives who all died 
under very singular circumatanoes, and 
that while Cecelia ISowers lay dying he 
vvas arranging to uaiii a fourth wife, and 
that a young lady of San .lose had even 
her wedding dreas partly prepared for 
marriage to the defendant. 

A meeting tof, Ihe ' Auti-Chineso boy- 
cotting association was held last night. 
A plan waa agreed on for making a gen- 
eral boycott of the city.

EASTERN STATES. 
Bo.sTi)[i, March 10. — Following is tho 
corrected list of thoae killed in the two 
explosions: Capt, Cyrus Nickt^r.soii, ai;ed 
35 years, niarrieds Ch.i.s. Hoskins, mate, 
33 yoara, unmarried; D. H. Crooker, en- 
gineer, aged 46; Frank W. Crooker, fire- 
man, aged .15, married; Albert Smith, 
cook, aged 30, unmarried. No cause can 
he assigned for the explosion. Tho 
boilers wero inapocted a year ag(j and 
found safe. The vessel was vidued lU 
$10,000. Capt. Riley, of the tug Canudia, 
who witnessed tho explosion from a point 
about 300 feet distant aaya, juat before it 
occurred ho saw Capt. Nickerson in the 
pilot-house smoking, with his arm resting 
on the window sill, while ho waa look- 
ing up the harbor, tho cook waa leaning 
out of the door of tho galley, and tlio 
fireman was standing outside looking into 
tho fireroom, when suddenly the boat 
trembled and the explosion instantly fol- 
lowed. Capt. Riley adds: "Tlu! steam 
prevented my seeing what took place 
directly above tho water, but I should 
think the whole heat, with tho osception 
of the hull, went into tho air. One man 
was thrown 200 fuet in the air, going 
higher than anything else. It was proba- 
bly the fireman, who had been standing 
outside. A big trunk went aliiiout as high 
aa the mill did, while spars and pieco.s of 
wreckage fell all around within a radius of 
a hundred feet. Ti»e {jreateat force of the j 
explosion seemed to be submarine, as j 
the water was thrown to a groat height.'' j 
Captain Dolan of the tug Fremont aaid. < 
"Our boat was a quarter of a mile away j 
when 1 saw the boat blown up hundretlM i 
of feat into tlio air. There soeiiied to ^ 
be. a million of pieces, and in the inid.sl | 
of them I could see bodies of two men I 
as thoy fell back into Iho water, ] at ! 
once airected our boat toward them and 
aucooodod in getting tiie body of Ciijjt.iln ' 
Xickerson out of the debris in whicli it 
waa wedged so tightly that itcuuld hardly 
be extricated. His foot was fractured 
and his face and breast terribly injured. 
Be was lying across a spar so that only 
his back could be seen with his head and 
feet under water. He must have been 
killed instantly. The body of tliu tire- 
man waa terribly iiKingled; his head was 
split open and his face waa badly ganhod. 
The force of the explosion had blown ofl 
both of his shoes, the end of one foot waa 
gone, and itom both of them the flesh 
had been stripped as with a knife. There 
was an ugly hole in his side ' that looked 
as though a piece of ircin had been bipwn 
through him,

His fnmls run shoit 
to-day, and lie still had so much pitiable 
wretchedneaH to relieve that hu apnealed 
to i\lr, BuBsey, who is charged ^-itli the 
distribution 'if the fund raised in Amurica 
through tho New York Sun for impover- 
islietl. fishermen of the Aehillo and Patliii 
islands, and begged him to divert part of 
Ilia stores for" tho bonelit of Arriinese. 
This, Mr. Busaey was permitted td do, 
and lie reports that in order to save the 
lives of ecorea of people now dying of 
alarvation in those weatern islands it ia 
impurative that relief on a largo acale 
should bo at once organi/.iid, 

\'iscount Dugald, heir of the Earl of 
Kennol, died at Monte Carlo yesterday.

He had led 
Li wild and dissipated career, and waa 37 
years old. 

A procession .of British merchant sailors 
marched from tho docks to the city this 
ufteriujon to make a denionatration 
agalnat the uovernniBiit for uegloctiiig ti} 
take steps towards relieving trade of its 
dopresaion. They behaved in au orderly 
manner and were k:udly cheered along 
i the route. They carried a groat number 
of banners, some of which bore inscrip- 
tions. 

"British labor is sacrificed in the inter- 
est of foreign labor," etc. The procession 
attracted much attention and tho streets 
through which it passed wero filled with 
people. For a time there waa some e.\- 
citement, caused by a fear that roughs 
and rowdies might use tho occasion to re- 
produce th.e scenes of the TrafalgarB()uare 
riota. When tho aeanien reached the city 
they proceeded to tho neighborhood of the 
board of trade roonia, where they held a 
meeting at which thoy appointed a oom- 
misaion to wait on A. J. Mundella, presi- 
dent of the board .of trade, and urgo ae 
necessary such changes in the free trade 
policy of the government as might con- 
duce to revive the foreign and domestic 
trade of the em|)ire

Tho order will be shipped from Eugluud 
forthwith. A route has been laid out, run- 
ning for a distance of 300 miles to the iuter- 
sectifig angle of Queensland and New South 
Wales, and thence northward for 100 miles.

Ho 
knows (generally) what ho wishes to say 
— which the reporter has, of course, to 
gather from hia remarks. To do thia it ia 
necessary that one and aouictinies more 
sotitenoes should be uttered before the 
note-taking can conimenco, and from that 
moment the reporter ia under the obliga- 
tion to gather the sense of what he has 
heard, place it in a condensed and gram- 
matical form, and write the same down 
in long-hand while ho is at the same time 
listening to remarks always in advance of 
those he is repfesentir.g on paper, and 
which, in ihoirtnrn, are aimilarly treated. 
And these processes, be it remembered, 
have to bo carried on and completed in 
a space of time exactly eqiial to 
that taken up by the orator. Hon- 
orable members when they ivre mis- 
reported have the privilege of call- 
ing the attention of thu houae to the j 
fact for the purpose of setting themselves 
right before their conatiitients, but it ia j 

only fair when doing so for tlieiii to boar I 

in mind that when addressing the house 

they frequently speak in both a low and 

indistinct tone of voice, with their faces 

turned from the roportt^ra and often amid j 

interruptions which are fatal to the cor- | 

rect convoyaii'ie of the ctnitiiniity of their 

remarks.

The inyatery aurrontiding tho loss of 
tho deep sea llshing schooner Carrie B. 
Lake und tho drowning of her captain, 
mate and cuuk, has been f,urther inteusi- 
Qeid by subsequent developments and the 
actions of the suryivora. It is known that 
two men were saved and that they told a 
sad story of tho wreck and the sutl'oring 
both endured. Tho story of one of them 
ia espeoiully rutnoinbered. When ho was 
found on the beach by the life-aaving 
crow, ho aaid ho had buttlod with tho 
w.avea for eight or ten hours, and had aa 
Inat resort cut hia own throat a 
with ft pocket knife in order 
to end hia sntt'eringa in tho cold 
breakers. Just as ho made the gash he 
touched bottom and waded ashore ex- 
hausted and bleeding, where he was found. 
The other man wsa ftiuiid clinging to tho 
wreck and taken oil". Since thu ruacue of 
the two men thoy have both disappeared, 
anil their svlieroahtmta nra titiknown. De- 
volopipenta have taken plucu at the scone 
of the wreck that give rise to the suppo- 
aition that the two men were the murder- 
ers of those who were lost, and that they 
doliborately wrecked the scnooner after 
robbing tliuir victims and cnsting thuni 
into tho sea, It ia'knmvn that the Chi- 
nose cook had considerable money on hia 
person, and the others had a little. The 
position of ilie schooner on tho sand and 
the fact that she ran aahoro in good wea- 
ther is strong nr.inf thnt her wreck waa 
planned and carried o'\il. The myatcrioua 
disappearance of tho two survivors gives 
color to the theory, and it ia very likely 
an investigation will be set on foot to sift 
the matter to the bottom, ^t is now as- 
serted that the story tif tho would be sui- 
.aide was made up out of whole -cloth. A 
physician believes that the wound on tho 
iqan's n^tok was made in a aculUe, and 
that he got it from one of the vi^titn,8. 
The finding of three budies ^i^hovit logs 
or arms at the Quinaint reservation last 
week lends oolor'ty the story that Cap- 
tain Elxou and hia iwn nitsn wore mur- 
d^ired, disinomberefl and theii thrown 
oyerboard f«v out toisea, although it waa 
(\ot posaiblo to identify the remains of 
three momborleas and headless tii^nks.

Nkw York, Slurch 8.— When the damea 
on the Monarch line dock ivero discovered 
at 2 o'clock this morning all the firemen 
in Jersey Oity and Hoboken were sum- 
moned to the scene. It soon became evi- 
dent thoy could not handle tho fire and 
aasistanco was aaked from thia city. Tho 
Urge iron steamer Egyptian i\Ioniirch was 
on tire before the '^ugs could get her away 
from the dock. Tho llaiiios were so furi- 
ous that the liromon hud no chance tc^ 
subdue them. The heat, too, waa so in- 
tense that workers could get nowhere 
near, and after hor . masts and apars 
were consunied the llitiiea mado their way 
into her cabins Crat,.theii to her hold, 
whore thoy oaui;ht what there waa of her 
cargo, and in a short while she was a rag- 
ing furuaceof flame that hosted her sides 
to a white heat and made her hull, at the 
water line, throw off clouds of steam, 
caused by tho hont within. 

Tho damage to the steamer Egyptian 
Monarch is now aaid not to be as groat as 
at first supposed. Agents of the Monarch 
liuo place the damage at S20,000 and car- 
go S75,O0D Tho outward cargo of the 
Egyptian Monarch waa not injured by tho 
lire, and aho will sail to-morrow. Her 
inward cargo, that rernsiqed on the dock, 
ia totiflly doatroyod, 'The outward busi- 
ness of the lino is being traasaoted aa 
usual. • * 

The uuperiutoudont of the Monoroh line 
docks said that just before the Hre started 
an explosion waa heard, and it was his 
opinion that the abook was among the 
freiglit that had been discharged from tho 
Egyptian Monarch, aud is supposed toliavo 
been oauHed by dynamite or an internal 
lunehine which, the sujjeriutendeut avers, 
was possibly placed among the frtiight while 
the steamer was lying at h«r dock iu Lou- 
don previous to Kiiiliug for this country, 
il'he Lydian Monarch also took fire, butwas 
hauled out into the streaii^ belare much 
ilaninge was done. The milk de|iQt of the 
Erie rood was also destroyed, autniling n 
loss of about $2.''),0(I0. The Monarch line 
dock.s were entirely cowsiimeil. Thu totiil 
loss is estimated at half 11 million.
